PARIS. Oct. 7.—Laon, the stronghold 


to which the enemy has been clinging 
as the-Key point of his line on the 
southwest, apparently has been set on 
flro by the Germans. The town was 
reported ablaze ' yesterday and flres 
were still burning there today. 


Rheims has been finally and definite- 


ly cleared from the menace of German 
cannon. The Germans are in retreat 
on the whole front from the Suippe to 
the Arnes as well as in th,e. region 
south o£ Cambrai. 


In the first named.-,sector, the allies 


have reached the Arnes river on which 
the enemy hoped to make a stand. In 
the second region the British fourth 
army . has crushed counter attacks 
which the enemy delivered in an effort 
to prevent progress 
toward 
Bohaln 


and cover the retreat to the south. 


These 
two 
movements of 
retreat 


form a part of a plan which was to 
have brought the German armies'to 
new lines of resistance much nearer 
the frontier, it appears, but the con- 
stant pressure of the allied troops 13 


. making the execution of the plan haz- 


ardous.

New German Chancellor Ad- 


dresses Reichstag and Out- 
lines Policy 


Would Rehabilitate Belgium 


and Reach Agreement to 
Indemnities—Wants Peace 


(By the Associated Press). 


COPENHAGEN. Oct. 7.—Prince Max- 


imilian of Baden, the new German im- 
perial chancellor, announced 
in the 


relchstagr Saturday that he had sent a 
noto through the Swiss government to 
President Wilson In which he had re- 
quested Mr. Wilson to take up the 
question of the bringing ahout 
of 


peace and to communicate with tho 
other belligerents regarding the sub- 
ject. 
The address ot Prince Maximilian of 


Baden, outlining his policies to the 
relchstag follows: 
."In accordance with the imperial de- 


cree of Sept. SO the German empire 
has undergone a basic alteration of its 
political leadership- 


"As successor of Count George F. 


von Hertling, whose services In behalf 
of the fatherland deserve the highest 
acknowledgement. I have been sum- 
moned by tho emperor to load the new 
government. 


"In accordance with the governmen- 


tal method now introduced. I submit to 
the relchstaer, publicly and wUhout-de- 
lay, the principles upon which I pro- 
pose to conduct the grave responsibil- 
ities of the office. 


Leaders Indorse Principles 


"These principles were firmly estab- 


lished by the agreement of tho feder- 
ated governments and the leaders of 


the majority par.les In this honorable 
house b/fore 
r. leclded to assume the 


duties of 
.ancellor. 
They contain, 


therefore, not only my own coafeusioa 
of political faith, but that of an over- 
whelming portion ot the German peo- 
ple's representatives—that is 
of 
tho i 


German nation, which has constituted] 
the reichstag on the basis of a general, 
Cftual and secret franchise and accord- 
ing to their will.

I see therein u sure guar- 
antee that the now government will be 
supported by the firm confidence of the 
broad masses of tho people, without 
whose true support the whole under- 
taking would be condemned to failure 
in advance. Hence, what I say today I 
say is not. only in my own name and 
those of my official helpers, but in the 
name of the German people. 


"The program of the majority par-

'The war has conducted us 
beyond

"I have taken this step not only for 


the salvation of Germany and its al- 
lies, but of all humanity

"T have taken it also because I be- 


lieve the thoughts regarding the 
fu- 


ture well-being of the 
nation 
which 


were proclaimed by Mr. Wilson are In 
accord with the general 
ideas 
cher- 


ished by the new German government 
nnd with it the overwhelming majority 
of our people. 


"So far as I am personally concerned, 


in earlier speeches to 
other assem- 


blages, my hearers will testify that 
the conception which I hold of a fu- 
ture peace has undergone no change 
since I was entrusted with tho lead- 
ership of the empire's affairs.

From these facts it would appear ut- 


terly foolish for the people of this 
country to be deceived by any "peace" 
talk eominy from Germany. Xoi a lit- 
tle of this peace palaver is bein:,- 
directed towards America with tho 
hope that some optimistic workers in 
this country will let up in their ef- 
forts to win the war or that they will 
spend more money on themselves and 
loan less to the United States govern- 
ment for war work, iluch of the peace 
talk from German sources is designed 
to kill enthusiasm in this country and 
make it more difficult for the govern- 
ment to sell Liberty bonds. The aim 
is the, same us that of all the German 
propaganda which has flooded the en- 
tire world since the war began. 


But while the Huns are trying to 


disturb the sale of bonds in this coun- 
try, not only tie civilians but even tho 
soldiers are buying their own bonds 
and war stamps. Recently some Ger- 
man prisoners brought in by Amer- 
icans were found to have in their pos- 
session German war bonds and wat 
stamps just purchased with Uieir own 
money. 


In view of the fact that the German 


government is practically 
bankrupt 


and that its promise is worthless, it 
is surprising that the people continue 
to purchase the bonds and to han:l 
out all they possess to assist the gov- 
ernment. If the people of this country 
only showed equal enthusiasm in su;'- 
r.ort of our government they would 
very soon put the Fourth .Liberty T^ian 
over the top and would also pile up 
large amounts in the purchase of war 
stamps. 


There can be no question as to the 


stability and solvency o£ the United 
States government or the profitable 
character of the investment in UK 
loan. 
When the German people buy 


bonds or war stamps, they part with 
their money never to have it paid back 
to them, for the reason that the gov- 
ernment will never be able to pay 
them. The war lords have been telling 
them that the allies would pay all the 
expenses of the war and until recently 
the Germans firmly believed that such 
would be the case. In this way the 
people readily gave their all, although 
for some time past the government 
has been financing the war chiefly with 
paper 
money 
which 
has no valuo 


whatever 
beyond 
tho 
government 


promise and ability to pay. If these 
fail the people lose all and that seems 
to be the finale towards which they 
are rapidly drifting. 


The smashing victories won by the 


allies during the past three months 
have practically broken the power of 
the Teutons and made victory for the 
allies inevitable. There can no longei 
be any possibility of our defeat, al- 
though it may require another yea: 
to end the war and rid the world o£ 
the menace of German militarism anc 
Turkish atrocities. 


Here then, is ample reason 


every citizen should invest every dollar 
he can spare in the Fourth Libert} 
Loan and in addition purchase wai 
saving stamps to the limit of his fi- 
nancial ability. The government mus 
be loyally sustained by supplying i 
with whatever money it needs.

Senator Overman submits a measure 
roviding for the appointment of a 
onunission of live by the president, 
ot more than three of whom shall 
iclong to the same political party. 
Phis commission is to be empowered 
o formulate the policies for adoption 
fter the war and to meet all the 
equirements of the reconstruction pe- 
iod, dealing with a great variety of 
ndustrial, financial and commercial 
roblems as set forth in the bill. The 
ray of the members of this commission 
s to bo $10,000 each and a secretary 
3 to bo employed at a salary not ex- 
eeding $5,000, while the commission 
s to be given authority to employ 
whatever other assistance it may re- 
luire. 


It is already apparent that the two 


great political parties will be in open 
conflict over 
these 
two 
measures. 


When the Overman bill to Increase 
he president's power over the depart- 
ments was introduced it came as a 
ubstitute for the republican plan for 


a supervisory 
body to control tho 


management and expenditures of the 
tvar. As between those two proposi- 
ions the republican leaders discovered 
hat they could not' hold out against 
ho bill favored by the president with- 
mt taking the risk of being accused 
if obstruction at a most critical pe- 
iod in the prosecution of the war. 
As a result, they turned and voted 
or the Overman bill. 
In ' the present conflict, however, It 


s expected that they will put up the 
greatest battle of which they 
are 


.pable against the appointment of the 


federal commission as proposed by 
enator Overman. 
In this case the 


eaders claim that it is the function 
f congress to deal directly with the 
'Olicies of reconstruction and that an 
ndopendent commission whose power 
vould be largely advisory, could not 
troperly handle the problems that will 
come up for settlement after the war. 


It is expected that this matter will 


fee settled before the November elec- 
ion and that the final decision will 
•est with, the party that then com- 
mands a. majority vote in congress. In 
this case there cannot be an implica- 
tion of disloyalty against those who 
differ from the democratic leaders so 
that the battle, will rest mainly upon 
the comparative strength of the con- 
tending parties. 


If both parties stand by their guns 


it may be that both bills' will be 
enacted. Congress has the right to in- 
vestigate so far as it pleases and the 
president needs information in order 
to suggest what -policies shall be em- 
uodied in legislation. The legislative 
and executive functions are in con- 
flict but President Wilson will insist 
upon the passage of the Overman bil: 
whether the Weeks measure be en- 
acted or rejected.

prove of immeasurable value.'to any man or woman who will read, remember and act 
upon them in the present great emergency. The counsel here set forth has been pre- 
pared after consultation with some' of the ablest medical men in America. If you will 
follow the dictates of this official bulletin, you will be doing your duty to your fellow 
man and to yourself. 


If you feel a sudden chill, followed by muscular pain, 


headache, backache, unusual tiredness and fever go to bed 
at once. 


See that there is enough bed clothing to keep you 


warm. 


Open all windows in your bedroom and keep them open 


at all times, except in rainy weather. 


Take medicine to open the bowels freely. 


Take some nourishing food such as milk, egg-and-milk 


or broth every four hours. 


Stay in bed until a physician tells you that it is safe to 


get up. 


To Householders 


Keep out of the sick room unless attend- 


ance is necessary. 


Do not handle articles corning from the 


sick room until they are boiled. 


Allow no visitors, and do not go visiting. 
Call a doctor for all inmates who show 


signs of beginning sickness. 


The usual symptoms are:. 
Inflamed and 


watery 
eyes, discharging nose, back- 


ache, 
headache, 
muscular 
pain, and 


fover. 


Keep away from crowded places, such as 


"movies," theatres, street cars. 


Sea to it that your children are kept warm 


and dry, both night and day. 


Havo sufficient fira in your homo to dis- 


perse the dampness. 


Open your windows at 
night. 
If 
cool 


weather prevails, add extra bed clothing. 


Allow no one else to sleep in the same room. 


Protect others by sneezing and coughing into handkerchiefs or 


cloths, which should be boiled or burned. 


Insist that whoever gives you water or food or enters the sick 


room for any other,- purpose shall wear a gauze mask, which may 
be obtained from the Red Cross or may be marie at home of four to 
six folds of gauze and which should cover the nose and mouth and 
be tied behind the head. 


Remember that these masks must be kept clean, must be put 


on outside the sick room, must not be handled after they are tied on 
and must be boiled 30 minutes and thoroughly dried every time they 
are taken off. 


Walk to work if possible. 
Avoid tho person who coughs or sneezes. 
Wash your hands before eating. 
Make full use of all available sunshins. 
Do not use a common towel. 
It spreads 


disease. 


Should you cough or sneeze, cover nose 


and mouth with a handkerchief. 


Keep out of crowded places. 
Walk in the 


open air 
rather than go to crowded 


places of amusement. 


Sleep' is necessary 
for 
well-being—avoid 


over-exertion. 
Eat good, clean food. 


Keep away from houses where there are 


cases of influenza. 


If 
sick, no matter how slightly, see a 
physician. 


If you have had influenza, stay in bed until 


your doctor says you can safely set "P- 


Keep clean. 
Isolate your patjents. 


When in -attendance upon patients, wear a 


mask which will cover both the nose 
and the mouth. 
When the mask is 


once in place, do not handle it. 


Change the mask every two hours. 
Owing 


to the scarcity of gauze, boil for |/2 
hour and rinse, then use the gauze 
again. 


Wash your hands each time you come in 


contact with the patient. 
Use bichlo- 


ride of mercury, 1-1000, or Liquor Cre- 
sol compound, 1-100, for hand disinfec- 
tion. 


Obtain at leas't seven hours' sleep in each 


twenty-four hours. 
Eat plenty of good, 


clean food. 


Walk in the fresh air daily. 
Sleep with your windows open. 
Insist that the patient cough, sneeze or 


expectorate into cloths that 
may bo 


disinfected or burned. 


Boil all dishes. 
Keep patients warm.

Treasurer Rourke to have the loan ex- 
pedited and visits to Washington of 
various other municipal officials, the 
local authorities feel that it is tlm^ 
to take the bull by the horns and 
have a definite statement come from 
the capital issues committee, which 
body must approve all loans which 
this city makes from now on, as to 
whether Lowell is going to get mon- 
ey to do government work. 


The mayor's letter follows:

Deai1 Sir: 


On Sept. 9 by vote of the municipal 
council of the city of Lowell in the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts an or- 
der was passed authorizing the issue 
of bonds for the loan of §25,000 for 
the purpose of constructing- sewers, 
said bonds were to be paid serially 
51000 per year during the term of '& 
years. 
An endeavor has bean made to ob- 
tain the consent and approval of said 
bond issue from the district commit- 
tee at Boston of the "federal capital 
issues committee, without avail. 
Therefore, on account of the extra- 
ordinary necessity and urgency for tha 
immediate preservation of the health 
of our city, it has been deemed expe- 
dient that appeal should be made to 
the executive committee of the fed- 
erai'capital issues committee at "Wash- 
ington in order to set before it tha 
facts in our case. 
The sewers that are contemplated to 
he constructed in the city of Lowell 
are to care for the houses that are to 
be built by the United States housing 
bureau, which houses are to care for 
the large number of help employed in 
war work here at Lowell. 
The plans for said houses as well aa 
the specifications, it is understood, are 
at Washington and have been approved 
and the building operations are to be- 
g:in at once. If such is the case, there- 
tore, the houses cannot be-occupied and 
used until the sowers contemplated to 
be built by virtue of the loan 
order 
herein referred to shall have been ap- 
proved by the federal 
capital 
issues 
committee. ' 
One of these sewers Is to accommo- 
date the contagious hospital -which la 
already constructed and completed here 
at Lowell and is needed at once, for. 
the immediate preservation of our pub- 
lie health on account of the epidemic 
of influenza which is already rampant 
in our city. 


Moreover, the federal government at 
Washington, through ,its housing bu- 
reau, is urging the city of Lowell to 
rush its part of the work, to wit, to 
construct the sowers herein 
contem- 
plated so that the houses may be built 
rapidly when once operations are be- 
gun.

The 
government is telling the people that 
these victory loans will win the war 
foi the Hi:ns. Not only are ti:e civil- 
ians at home buying the bunds, nm 
even the soldiers at the front

have been righting for the last four 
years, or at least a considerable por- 
tion of thai time. There are prohalil;, 
but few German soldiers left of the 
great armies that started out in 1'.'14 
to extend German dominion and Ger- 
man "kiiUnr" over the entire world. 
But the new soldiers are lighting with 
slraost as much enthusiasm even in 
tho face of the most discouraging de- 
feats as they did when winning great 
victories. 
Xot only are the 
people?

If you will 
follow the dictates of this official bulletin, you will be doing your duty to your fellow- 
man and to yourself. 


If you fee! a sudden chill, followed by muscular pain, 


headache, backache, unusual tiredness and fever go to bed 
at once.

See that there is enough bed clothing to • keep you 


warm. 


Open all windows in your bedroom and keep them open 


at all times, except in rainy weather. 


Take medicine to open the bowels freely. 


Take some nourishing food such as milk, egg-and-milk 


^r broth every four hours. 


Stay in bed until a physician tells you that it is safe t& 


get up. 


To Householders 


Keep out of the sick room unless attend- 


ance is necessary. 


Do not handle articles coming* from the 


sick room until they are boiled. 


Allow no visitors, and do not go visiting. 
Call a doctor for all inmates who show 


signs of beginning sickness, 


The usual symptoms are:. 
Inflamed and 


watery eyes, discharging noss, back- 
ache, headache, 
muscular pain, and 


fever. 


Keep away from crowded places, such as 


"movies," theatres, street cars. 


See to it that your children are kept warm 


and dry, both night and day. 


Have sufficient firo in your home to dis- 


per.ie the dampness. 


Open your windows at night. 
If cool 


weather prevails, add extra bed clothing. 


Allow no one else to sleep in the same room. 


/ 
Protect others by sneezing and coughing into handkerchiefs or 


cloths, which should be boiled or burned. 


Insist that whoever gives you water or food or enters the sick 


room for any other purpose shall wear a gauze mask, which may 
be obtained from the Red Cross or may be made at home of four to 
six folds of gauze anci which should cover the nose and rnouth and 
be tied behind the head, 


Remember that these masks must be kept clean, must be put 


on outside the sick room, must not be handled after they are tied on 
and must be boiled 30 minutes and thoroughly dried every time they 
are taken off. 


Walk to work if possible, 
Avoid the person who. coughs or sneezes. 
Wash your hands before eating. 
Make full use of all available sunshine. 
Do not use a common towel. It spreads 


disease. 


Should you cough or 
sneeaep cover nose 


and mouth with a handkerchief. 


Keep out of crowded places. 
Walk in the 


open air rather than go to crowded 
places of amusement. 


Sleep 
is 
necessary for 
well-being—avoid 


over-exertion. 
Eat good, clean food. 


Keep away from houses where there are 


cases of influenza. 


If 
sick, no matter how slightly, see a 
physician. 


If you have had influenza, stay in bed until 


your doctor says you can safely get up. • 


Keep clean, 
isolate your patients.

National Farmers' Federation 


Requests Dept. of Agricul- 


ture to Publish Figures 


(2C.E.A. Staff Correspondent) 


•WASHINGTON, D. C.. Oci. — The 


farmers of the nation have decided at 
a meeting Just held in this city to build 
and open a permanent headquarters in 
Washington. D. C. Funds were appro- 
priated and plans definitely formulated. 


Tho conference, called as a "win-tho- 


tvar" conference, ivas made up of 250 
representatives of farm organizations 
of tho country, representing 37 states. 
The first subject was how best to win 
the war and to win It if possible in 
1919. 
The second was how best tho 


farmers of the country 
may 
bccomo 


united on lines similar to thft Federa- 
tion of Labor. 
It was officially noted 


thai organized labor, by reason of its 
solidity of 
organization, 
had 
been 


given anything It demanded as soon aa 
war began, whereas the farmers not 
being1 well organized, have received 
little or nothing:. 


In discussions and resolutions 
the 


farmers expressed 
their 
belief 
that 


practically all the wheat 
raised 
this 


season had been raised at an actual 
loss. The farmers, they aaid, were the 
most patriotic class of people in the 
country and expressed no hesitation in 
making- this contribution to winning: 
the war. They did feel, however, that 
tho country should know 
that 
the 


prices at which the wheat Is sold does 
not pay the cost of raising: the wheat. 


Want Plsrurcs Published 


The conference passed a resolution 


Asking for the publication of figures 
compiled by the department of agricul- 
ture, after an investigation by experts, 
showing actual cost of raising1 wheat 
this season. 


One of tho speakers expressed 
the 


sentiment of the farmers as follows: 


"In the case of wheat only has the 


government dealt In direct price fixa- 
tion, "in other Industries, thft govern- 
ment has confined itself to limiting the 
percentage of profit. Tho farmer would 
be glad to be treated In the same way. 
He would be glad to have the cost of 
his farming 
operations 
Investigated 


and then be given the same percentage 
of profit on his wheat that the steel 
man gets on his steel or tho munitions 
man Rets on his munitions. He would 
take less. Indeed, but ho does not seo 
any reason why he should be discrim- 
inated against and made to 
sell 
his 


product at less than cost while in other 
industries 
the 
government 
permits 


profiteering. 


XHJSS hy Draft Henry 


"The part played by the farmer In 


the present war emergency is one call- 
ing for the greatest admiration. 
He 


has not struck; he has not complained. 
Tho first draft took 56 per cent of Us 
men from the farms. Today there are 
1,400,000 women working- on farms at 
man's labor.

throne, according to a. despatch from 
Sofia, issued the following manifesto:

I have, decided to renounce the royal 
Bulgarian crown in favor of my eldest 
son.

and to elevate new Bulgaria to the 
height to which it is predestined."

Practice t what you preach—keep clean. Isolate ycnvr patients. 
When in attendance upon patients, wear a mask which will cover

Owing to the scarcity of 


gauze, boil for one-half hour and rinse, then use the gauze 
agaii; 


Wash your hands each time you come in contact with the patient. 


Use bichloride of mercury, 1-1000, or liquor cresol, compound, 
1-1000, for hand disinfection. 


Obtain at least seven hours' sleep in each twenty-four. 
Eat plenty of good, clean food. 
Walk in the fresh air and sunshine daily, if possible. 
Sleep with our windows open iu all weather. 
Insist that the .patient cough, sneeze or expectorate into cloths
